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A STRONGER MARKET TONE. 


Better Reports from Nearly All Sections—Mill Business Is 
More Active—Indications Are 


Encouraging. 








The tone of the New York market this week is stronger 
than it has been so far this spring. For this improvement 
the revival of general business, due in part to settled 
weather conditions, is to be thanked. Because of the sea- 
son and the advent of pleasant days a much better feeling 
pervades the market. It is with confidence therefore that 
the trade looks forth to the business of the next two 
months. After a very severe winter, with reduced con- 
sumption, a strong demand is naturally expected. With it 
prevailing prices will be maintained, if not stiffened, so 
the trade believes. The fact that prices, except on news, 
have not gone off much since the first of the year argues 
well for their continued maintenance, now that the spring 
trade is opening up. This week, because of the increased 
call for paper and the curtailed production of many of the 
mills on account of high water, the market is quite 
firm. The trouble at the mills, together with the fact 
that a number of them were already behindhand on their 
orders has conspired to stiffen quotations on some grades. 
Generally speaking, prices can be said to be fairly firm, ex- 
cept on news paper, in which all kinds of prices are re- 
ported in the market. Because of the heavy production 
of news any improvement upon the present market situa- 
tion is not in sight. Side runs of news are quoted from 2 
cents up. Manilas continue unchanged, although it is 
questioned whether the volume of new business going to 
the mills is as large as it should be at this season of the 
year. One explanation of this alleged shortage is that 
many of the manufacturers loaded with orders last fall 
just before the basis of weight was changed to 35 pounds. 
The old prices still prevail with the jobbers, who are now 
doing a seasonable trade in all kinds of wrappings. In 
connection with the state of the manila market it is said 
that those mills that have been making hangings all winter 
will now go back again onto manilas. Unlike the situa- 
tion in the West, fibre papers are holding fairly firm. On 
the better grades of fibres a number of the manufacturers 
have withdrawn quotations, as they have plenty of orders 
ahead and do not want any more business at present prices 
In tissues the market is still strong, despite the increased 
competition of the new mills. Book papers are, from all 
accounts, moving well at the old figures. Practically all 
the mills are comfortably filled with orders. Such low 
quotations as are reported relate to certain big contracts, 
for which there was keen competition among a few of the 
very large book manufacturing companies. Writings are 
in fair demand, but are not active. Bond papers and the 
other higher grade writings are moving well. So are type- 
writer papers. Medium grade writings are only in moder- 
ate demand. In box boards, while the consumption at this 
time is large, still, owing to heavy production, very low 
quotations are the rule. 


Holyoke Manufacturers Satisfied.

The in 
corporation of this company had preceded the meeting 
few days. The new company represents in corporate for 
the very latest effort of the box board manufacturers t 
get together in order to harmonize their interests. Al 
ready a similar company has been incorporated with a view 
to bringing the Western manufacturers into a working 
agreement. In each section the combination movement 
has been incorporated in order to facilitate the work oi 
gathering the manufacturers together in the West and th 
East. To provide a legal roof under which they might 
find shelter was thought to be the easier way of getting 
the board men to act in concert for the maintenance oi 
prices and the correction of abuses in the trade. 

At the Jersey City meeting O. S. Jacobs, of the Phila 
delphia Paper Manufacturing Company, of Philadelphi 
Pa., was elected president of the company. Three vic 
presidents were chosen, namely, L. Newman, of the Tona 
wanda Board and Paper Company, Tonawanda, N. Y 
Andrew Tait, of the Tait & Sons Paper Company, Bridge 
port, Conn., and W. J. Alford, of the Piermont Paper Com- 
pany, Piermont, N. Y. Albert F. Hagar, a lawyer, of 10 
Wall street, New York, was elected secretary and treas 
urer. Mr. Hagar nominally represented the Acme Paper 
Company, of Reading, Pa., at the meeting. 

An executive committee of eleven members was also 
chosen. This committee is made up of the officials and th: 
following five additional members: Robert B. McEwan 
of McEwan Brothers, Whippany, N. J.; William S. Lowe, 
of the Haverhill Board and Paper Company, Haverhill, 
Mass.; C. C. Woolworth, of the Fort Orange Paper Com 
pany, Castleton, N. Y.; George W. Downs, of the Georg: 
W. Downs Company, Newark, N. J., and Stewart E. Baker 
of the Albia Box and Paper Company, Troy, N. Y. Thes« 
officers were elected to serve till June 13 next, when 
regular annual meeting will be held. 

After the meeting it was said that most of the Eastern 
mills are already included in the company, and that they 
were represented at the meeting. There are a few mil! 
still on the outside. Some of the important mills that ar 
members of the new company are so only conditional on 
others in their lines also joining. The success of thi 
Eastern Box Board Company therefore depends in grea 
measure on the attitude taken by the few manufacturer: 
who have not yet come into the new company. 

In regard to the articles of association of the mills in 
the new company it is stated that these will be definitely 
determined on just as soon as all the manufacturers signify 
their willingness to join the company. So far the move 
ment has been organized solely on the necessity for co 
operation among the manufacturers in order to bring har 
mony of action out of what is now admitted to be a 
chaotic condition of the market. The result of this latest 
effort to regulate the board market will be awaited with 
interest. 


The Kinnard Manufacturing Company Reorganized. 

Dayton, Ohio, March 27, 1905.—The finishing touches 
to the Kinnard Manufacturing Company's reorganization 
have been applied, the company having been incorporated 
March 22 at Columbus with a capital of $500,000.

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THE TROUBLES OF RODNEY. 


He Has a Call to Work in a “Slaughter House” With a 
Big Reputation for Making “‘Hay ’’—He Takes the 
Place and Now Tells His Experiences.

One machine tender who had been 
there two weeks told Rodney that there were two “natives” 
f the town who had held their jobs for years, but they 
were men who did not know much about running machines 
and who were as strong as oxen. 

After hearing this Rodney had decided in his own mind 
that someone or something was responsible for this con- 
dition of affairs, and he now had a chance to prove his 
lecision. 

One thing about the offer that pleased him greatly was 
the named signed to the telegram. Amos Ward was one 
of the first superintendents for whom he had ever worked, 
and he knew if the conditions said to exist in the Temple 
mill did exist it was not Ward’s fault, for in the paper 
business Amos Ward was recognized as one of the most 
successful of paper makers.

He was directed to the only hotel in 
the town, and a very poor one it was. It being late, Rod- 
ney retired for the night, having first learned from the 
clerk that Amos Ward boarded at the hotel and had said 
that he expected a friend would arrive there on Sunday. 
tle had retired rather early, so Rodney decided to put 
off seeing Ward until morning. As he came downstairs 
from his room in the morning he was warmly greeted by 
Ward. They were equally glad to see one another, and 
paper making was the only topic of conversation the re 
mainder of the day. After breakfast had been disposed of 
Ward suggested a visit to the mill, which was situated a 
short distance from the hotel. As they walked toward the 
mill Ward gave Rodney some particulars about the mill 
and its owners, 

“Did you ever hear of-this mill before you got my 
telegram?” he asked Rodney. Rodney answered that he 
had heard very unfavorable reports from men who had 
worked there. “I thought so,” Ward replied. “I have 
been here only a month, but it has been the hardest month 
that I ever spent in a paper mill. The owners of this 
plant are two young fellows, with lots of cash. They are 
good business men, but know very little about the practical 
side of paper making, and I guess the plant is growing 
worse every day in the year. I received an offer from 
them to take charge here and see what I could do with 
it. They made the salary so large that I accepted at 
once. I am to have full swing for one year, and if the 
mill proves successful I continue to have my say as far 
as the manufacturing part of the business is concerned. 
Well, the first week I was here I devoted all my time 
to looking on and taking notes of how things were done 
in the mill, and I saw some of the most blundering work 
that I ever expect to see. I was so mad I could hardly 
keep from firing half of the help in the mill. I don’t know 
who had charge here before I came, but I do k1ow from 
the condition in which I found things that whoever it 
was he was almost a stranger to*paper making.” 

They had now arrived at the mill, and Ward took Rod 
ney into the office and showed him samples of the paper 
that was made in the mill. It was supposed to be a 
second class grade of book paper, but it would readily pass 
for news from its “wild” appearance. From the office 
Ward took Rodney through the finishing room into the 
machine room. It was large and well lighted by windows 
on both sides. The two Fourdrinier machines, one a 90 
inch and the other an 84 inch, were parallel to each other. 
As Ward was showing Rodney some of the orders on the 


machine book he remarked: “I think you wi!! find enough 


to keep you busy for some time right here in this room. 
You can see by the order book that the orders are for 
large amounts, and are not very bad weights either. You 
can also see by this weight book what the machines aver 
age You know as well as I that both machines are 
making much less than they should. The machines are 
equipped with the Marshall drive, and, although a number 
of improvements found on the more modern machines are 
missing, they are both as good as the average machine 
found in a paper mill, but 1 think they need a thorough 
overhauling, as well as one or two of the machine tenders. 
I got you to come here to look after this part of the 
business for awhile, because I am now getting a little old, 
Rodney, and | will have all I can do to straighten out 
the other end of the mill. The beater engineers do not 
seem to understand how to handle their end of the trade, 
and a good part of the ‘breaking’ on the machines is 
caused by variable stuff.” 

“How about the machine tenders; do you know anything 
about them?” inquired Rodney. 

“Well,” Ward replied, “there are Smith and Wood, the 
‘natives,’ who seem to enjoy seeing the paper break. In 
fact they seem to enjoy wading through ‘broke’ knee high. 
Outside of the mill they are known as farmers, and every 
summer they place in their barns tons of hay, but if they 
had to handle the ‘hay’ I have seen them make on the 
machines I think they would balk at the task. The other 
two machine tenders belong to the roving fraternity, and 
cannot be depended upon to stay. One of our first en 
deavors in making things run smooth here will be to se- 
cure more competent help. Throughout the mill you will 
find an inferior class of help, but that is to be expected; 
the town is small, and the only inducement for good help 
to come here will be good wages. That is something | 
will consider later on. For the next three months we will 
do what we can to improve matters, and by that time we 
should know where we are at.”’ 

An hour or so later Ward bid Rodney good night and 
retired to his own room. Although Rodney’s mind was 
reeling with paper making ideas it did not take him long 
to go to sleep after retiring He was in the mill at 0:30 
the next morning. The machine help had not yet appeared, 
and Rodney busied himself in looking over the orders tor 
the day. About a quarter to 7 Smith, one of the “farmer” 
machine tenders, came in, and after changing his clothes 
and pulling on a pair of heavy rubber boots started the 
machine steain engine and got the machine ready for start 
ing. Every little while he would glance at Rodney, who 
was greatly interested in the preparations for starting 
Finally his curiosity got the better of him, and approaching 
Rodney he said: “Stranger here, ain't ye?” Rodney smiled 
and thought to himself that this would be a good oppor 
tunity to have a chat with Mr. Smith before he was better 
known, so he answered: “Yes, I feel a little that way.” 

“Got a job here?” 

“Yes, I start in this morning.” 

“Ever work in a paper mill before?” 

“A little.” 

“Well, I bet you never worked in one like this. Wait 
till you see that machine kick up, and Lord pity you if you 
have to lug out th’ ‘broke,’ for probably that’s what the old 
man'll have you do for the ‘tother feller got done Satidy.” 

Rodney smiled and answered: “Well, I expect to do a 
little of everything.” 

“Well, if you're going to learn the business you've struck 
a mighty good place to learn it. Bill Wood over there on 
that other machine and myself are the only two fellers that 
have held their jobs over two years, and you’ve got a good 
chance to see how we do it if you stay long enough. We 
got a new boss now. He seems to be an old codger, and 
he’s rose particular hell with the boys in the beater room. 
I guess he thinks us fellows in the machine room is all 
right, for he hasn't bothered us yet. But sometimes he’s 
come through here when the ‘broken’ is up to your neck 
and he looked as mad as a wet hen; but I guess he blamed 
it all on to the beater men. The boss that was here before 
this old fellow was a mighty nice one, but he was drunk 
a good deal, and we could do "bout as we pleased, except 
when them fellers who owned the plant was around. Well, 
stranger, I'm "bout ready to start her a-goin’, and you'll 
probably find something to do pretty quick.” 

Then Smith started to get busy, while Rodney could 
hardly conceal his desire to laugh. He had learned quite 
a good deal in the last ten minutes, and he was due to 
learn more. Smith’s help had arrived and were carrying 
out his instructions wetting the three felts and putting on 
the “doctor cloths,” while Smith put on a full head of 
steam in the dryers. He had furnished the head box with 
water, which ran over a gate into the fan pump, and then 
up into the sand boxes. He then opened the stuff gate, and 
stood at the head box ready to let the stuff onto the wire, 
while his backtender stood playing water from the machine 
hose onto the couch roll. Then Smith yelled, “Get ready r 
The backtender took hold of the wire clutch, and Smith 
shoved in the headgate and velled, “Let her go!”

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AUSTRALIAN TARIFF. 


The Requirements of the New Supplement to It—Explicit 
Regulations Governing Importations—Some 
Details of the Rates. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Wasuinctron, D. C., March 27, 1905.—A new supple- 
ment to the Australian tariff makes some new require- 
ments, and is so explicit as to regulations governing im- 
portations that it is worthy of more than passing note. 

Entries are to be made in triplicate, and a genuine in- 
voice for the goods must be presented; transshipment 
entries must be in quadruplicate. 

Whenever the collector assesses the value of goods for 
duty the entry is to be amended accordingly, unless within 
two days the owner of the goods shall express his ob- 
jection to same in writing. If this is done the value must 
be determined by experts, one to be appointed by the 
owner and the other by the collector. The value agreed 
upon is to be the value of the goods for duty. If they 
fail to agree, an umpire is then appointed. The costs of 
the revaluation are to be paid by the owner if the de- 
cision is adverse to him; if in his favor, they must be 
paid by the customs. 

Travelers’ samples are admitted free, but must be cov- 
ered by application for transfer, security to be given guar- 
anteeing their return and outward entries within six 
months. 

Import duties of goods at a fixed rate of duty must 
show the number on the manifest, the marks and the num- 
bers of the packages, a description of the goods, their 
quantity of: weight, the country of their origin, value in 
English currency, rate of duty and total amount of duty, 
also in English currency. 

Entry for goods ad valorem varies in that the form

must also show the invoice price and value for duty. The 
importer must make oath that this is the correct and only 
invoice he expects to receive for the goods; that the value 
mentioned is the true market value in the principal markets 
of the country of origin at the time of shipment, with- 
out any reduction other than what would be allowed in 
ordinary purchase of such goods. 

For goods entitled to entry free of duty the requirement 
is that the bill must show the number on the manifest, 
marks and numbers of the packages, a description of the 
goods, quantity, country of origin and value.

To Prosecute State Forest Trespassers, 
Avpany, N. Y., March 24, 1905.—Governor Higgins last 
week requested Attorney General Mayer to take charge « 
the prosecution of persons charged with cutting and taking 
timber illegally from State lands and otherwise trespassing 
in the State forests. These prosecutions have been con 
ducted heretofore by special counsel appointed by th 
State Forest, Fish and Game Commissioner. The Attor 
ney General has informed the Governor that he will con 
duct the prosecutions. The Governor in his letter to th: 
Attorney General says: 

“It having been brought to my attention that numerous 
trespasses by cutting timber have recently been committed 
upon the State forest preserve, and that in many of said 
cases settlements have been reached by confession of judg 
ments for damages by the parties, or agents of the parties, 
responsible for such trespasses, and that the timber has 
thereafter been removed from the State preserve by such 
trespassers; and it appearing to me that the whole subject 
requires careful investigation, in order that the interests 
of the State may be protected, 

“You are hereby requested and required to take charg: 
of the legal business of the State in relation to said tres 
passes; to conduct investigations for the purpose of de 
termining whether any persons have been guilty of any 
criminal acts for which prosecutions should have been in 
stituted, and if so, to appear before such court or courts 
as may be necessary for the purpose of instituting and 
prosecuting such criminal actions or proceedings as you 
may deem proper, and also to institute and prosecute all 
actions necessary to prevent the removal and secure th« 
recovery of said timber cut upon the State forest preserve 
in violation of law. If, owing to the amount of legal work 
which may be necessary, you deem it proper that counsel 
be designated to assist in the transaction of the legal busi 
ness above referred to, such course will meet my ap 
proval.”

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DEATH OF HIRAM REMINGTON. 


Oldest Paper Manufacturer in Black River Valley— The 
Beginning of the News Paper Business in 
Northern New York. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Watertown, N. Y., March 28, 1905.—Hiram Reming- 
ton, the oldest paper manufacturer in the Black River Val- 
ley, died at his home in this city Thursday evening, 
March 23. Hiram Remington was born at Ellington, 
Conn., March 2, 1816, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Illustrious 
Remington. When he was still young the family moved

to Cherry Valley and later to Manlius, N. Y., where Hiram 
conducted a country store for some time. In 1852 IIlus- 
trious Remington and his son Alfred D. Remington 
formed a paper company and operated a mill at Fayette- 
ville, N. Y., and the following year Hiram joined the 
firm. In 1854 Mr. Remington, Sr., and the younger 
brother, A. D. Remington, located in this city, but Hiram 
continued to conduct the mill at Fayetteville. Hiram sold 
out his interest in the firm and came to this city to reside 


in October, 1868, he having purchased an interest in the 
Watertown Paper Company, which had been organized by 
A. D. and C. R. Remington and Walter D. Sewall in 1862. 
In 1886 Mr. Remington, with his son, organized the pulp 
and paper company of H. Remington & Son, of Black 
River, which was incorporated in that year. Mr. Reming- 
ton continued actively interested in the paper industry, 
and at his death was president of both the Watertown 
Paper Company and the H. Remington & Son Company. 
When the Remingtons began the manufacture of paper in 
the Black River Valley, in 1854, the capacity of their mill 
was about 3 tons a day, which at that time was considered 
a mammoth output. This was the beginning of the news 
paper business in Watertown, and with the skill and busi- 
ness ability shown in its management the business soon 
developed into one of the greatest industries of the city. 
Although Hiram had a large interest in the mill here, he 
remained at Fayetteville to manage the mill there. This 
mill was much smaller, having an output of about 1,500 
pounds of paper a day, which was then considered a large 
production. The first machinery for making wood pulp 
in their mills was introduced in 1869. Mr. Remington, 
after purchasing the interests of his brothers, A. D. and 
C. R. Remington, in a mill in this city, devoted his time 


_ to the management of the property, and held it after his 


brothers, who had built several other mills in the Black 
River Valley, had sold their holdings to the International 
Paper Company. 

Mr. Remington was a man of many sterling qualities, 
who won a large circle of friends. He was a member of 
St. Paul’s Church and a prominent and active member of 
the Lincoln League and the League Chess Club, of this 
city. About 1846 Mr. Remington married Miss Margaret 
Tanner, of Whitehall, whose death occurred four years 
ago. He is survived by two sons, Fred H. Remington, of 
Milwaukee, Wis., and Edward W. Remington, of this city; 
four daughters, Mrs. Ida R. Summerville, Misses Sophia 
and Clara E. Remington, of this city, and Miss Mary N. 
Remington, of New York, and two brothers, A. D. Reming- 
ton and C. R. Remington, both of this city. The funeral 
was held Sunday afternoon. B.

Kimberly & Clark Company’s New Book Mill 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 
AppLeton, Wis., March 27, 1905.—A visit last week to 
the new book mill of the Kimberly & Clark Company at 


—_——— 


Kimberly gave a most interesting impression of the wor! 
going on there in the installation of machinery, and in ge: 
eral of the features of what will be the most modern mill ; 
the country. Construction work is practically completed 
except in the power development building, where the trans 
formation is being made from the old ground wood mil 
and in one-half of the machine room building. The ma 
chine room building was made about 120x210 feet in size 
calculated to contain four machines, but as only two ma 
chines are to be put in at first the building, while com 
pletely roofed, was divided down the centre of its lengt! 
by a temporary partition, and the unused half has been lei: 
unfinished, and will be used for general storage of coars: 
stock. In construction of the buildings steel and concre: 
have been used everywhere, even the stock tanks and draii 
ers, of which there are a huge number, being made of con 
crete. All the floors, of course, are of concrete, and in fact 
the only wood to be seen is the roof boards. 

The two paper machines, 120 and 140 inches wide r 
spectively, made by the Beloit Iron Works, are practically 
completely set up. They are marvelous in their hugeness 
and completeness, especially the 140 inch, which is a mon 
ster for a book machine. A large force of men is hard at 
work getting the Jones beaters and washers erected, and it 
is noticeable that the modern tendency, as exemplified her: 
is to leave the iron tubs and go back to the wooden tub: 
for these machines. It is claimed that the wooden tubs 
have some advantages which overbalance the greater dura 
bility of the iron tub, and that they will last twenty or 
twenty-five years, which is long enough, anyway. A large 
number of the Wagg refining engines are to be seen, and 
most of them are permanently placed. All about the plant 
are scattered unopened cases from the General Electric 
Company containing motors and starting boxes, and elec- 
tricians are busy putting in cables and making connections 
As before stated, the power house is not yet completed, and 
the generators, of which there are three to drive all these 
motors, have not yet been placed. The Diesel oil engines 
have arrived and are standing on the track at the side of 
the mill ready to go in. 

Work was commenced last week upon the pontoon bridge 
across the river at Kimberly, for which authority has just 
been secured from the State. The work is being done by 
the O’Keefe & Orbison Construction Company, which also 
has the contract for the alterations in and rebuilding oi 
the power house.

The Plan for the Financial Reorganization of the Compaty 
—A Meeting of Stockholders Scheduled for 
May 18 to Take Action on It. 


The plan for the financial reorganization of the United 
Box Board and Paper Company is understood to have been 
completed and will be officially announced probably within 
ten days, when the plan will become operative. There will 
be an issue of general mortgage 6 per cent. twenty year 
gold bonds, amounting to $2,500,000, and an issue of col- 
lateral trust debentures, twenty year 6 per cent. bonds, in 
the sum of $2,000,000. The first of these mortgages will 
be redeemed at par at the rate of $50,000 per annum, and 
the proceeds will serve to take up the present outstanding 
issue of $1,300,000 first mortgage and also underlying liens 
amounting to $1,150,000. Of the proceeds of the $2,000,000 
collateral trust debentures, $1,700,000 will be used to re- 
acquire 57,800 shares of the stock of the American Straw 
Board Company, 14,500 shares of the preferred certificates 
of the United Box Board and Paper Company to be can- 
celled forthwith. There will be a reduction of the capital 
stock of the box board company of 50 per cent. The pres- 
ent capital of approximately $14,500,000 preferred is to be 
reduced by the cancellation of about 23,000 shares addi- 
tional, so that the preferred stock before the 50 per cent. 
reduction will be curtailed by the cancellation process to 
$10,800,000, and by the 50 per cent. reduction to $5,400,000. 

This action of reducing the capital by one-half is to take 
place after the new bonds shall have been issued and 
placed. Another meeting of the stockholders will be held 
May 18 to take definite action on the question. 


Frederick C. Butler Commits Suicide. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, March 27, 1905.—The Philadelphia paper 
trade was shocked and saddened to learn on Saturday last 
of the death by shooting of Frederick C. Butler, head of 
Frederick C. Butler & Co., 220 Church street, and exten- 
sively and favorably known in the paper trade not only 
here but in New York. Mr. Butler had also a national 
reputation as a crack rifle shot, his private hobby. 

He registered at a local hotel as F. C. Bond, of New 


York. He seemed much excited and worried. Shortly 
after returning to his room pistol shots were heard, and 
he was found dead with a bullet through the heart. Three 
letters were found on his person addressed to himself at 
220 Church street. An open letter read: “In two minutes 
I will be dead. Please deliver these letters to whom they 
are addressed.” One of the other letters read: “The firm 
of E. C. Butler & Co., of 220 Church street, have been mak- 
ing money since they started in business, but being in ill 
health and tired of life has prompted me to kill myself. All 
the firm’s indebtedness will be paid when due, and the busi- 
ness will show a handsome profit.” 

Frederick C. Butler was the son of Theodore H. and 
Bertha F. Butler. His family have means, and his father 
is said to be interested in the son’s firm. In early life, ow- 
ing to nervousness, which never left him, he went West 
and lived on a ranch. It was here he acquired the profi- 
ciency in the use of the pistol and rifle which was his 
greatest hobby. Upon returning to this city he entered the 
employ of A. G. Elliot & Co. His genial manner and repu- 
tation for fair dealing and absolute independence won him 
many friends. It was he who introduced the Hollings- 
worth & Whitney manilas to the market when that com- 
pany wrought a mild revolution years ago by bringing out 
a manila which was offered at 4% cents, whereas the ruling 
prices had been 7 and 8 cents. He sold hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of this paper. 

Subsequently he entered the employ of the West Virginia 
Pulp and Paper Company, and at a later date began busi- 
ness for himself on Fourth street, below Market street. 
Afterward his brother-in-law, J. L. N. Smythe, became 
associated with him, and the firm did business as Butler & 
Smythe. A year or more ago they separated, and he then 
began business under his own name, and a few months ago 
the title was amended to F. C. Butler & Co.

Trenton, N. J., March 27, 1905.—The Manhattan Trust 
Company last Friday filed a bill in the Court of Chancery 
to foreclose a mortgage of $3,000,000 on the property of 
the Standard Rope and Twine Company, which is now in 
the hands of receivers.

SUPER CALENDER, 
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SMALLER CUT OF LOGS. 


Heavy Snow Makes Early Start in Maine Impossible—About 
125,000,000 Feet of Logs in 
Kennebec Drive. 





Aucusta, Me., March 25, 1905.—About 125,000,000 feet 
of logs will be in the Kennebec drives this year. The dif- 
ferent landings on Moose River are expected to furnish 
39,100,000. Moosehead Lake and tributaries outside Moose 
River have 36,500,000. The cut on the main river and Lie 
east branch is reckoned at 31,300,000, while the Dead River 
drive will be the smallest of the four, with 19,500,000. The 
total is 126,400,000. 

The biggest drive in the lot is that of the Hollingsworth 
& Whitney Company, of Winslow and Gardiner. The 
larger mills are at Winslow. This concern has one-fourth 
of all the logs on the Kennebec River and its tributaries. 

The snow has been so deep that it has somewhat inter- 
fered with work, but on the other hand the operators have 
had no thaws to bother them. The drives are likely to 
start all right, for it is believed that there are now no logs 
that will fail to reach the landings. 

The heavy snow and deep ice will make the early start- 
ing of the drives an impossibility, for nobody will dare to 
put the logs in the water till it gets safely below freshet 
pitch. 

The Hollingsworth & Whitney boom will be strung be- 
tween Waterville and Winslow in seven or eight weeks 
from now, and the work of sorting begins as the logs come 
along. The first boom is at Madison, and the last one at 
South Gardiner. 

The cut this winter is about 25,000,000 feet less than 
that of last winter. 





Wright “ Emergency” Steam Traps. 

The extensive use of steam traps in connection with heat- 
ing and drying apparatus in paper mills makes the subject 
one of especial interest to practical men about the plant. 
In the first place it is a common occurrence to have traps 
fail of proper operation in case an excessive amount of 
water, or condensation, comes over with the steam. Such 
an occurrence may give rise to serious trouble, and in any 
case represents loss of steam, and consequently a decrease 
of efficiency in the machine to which the trap is attached. 





In the design of the Wright “Emergéncy” high pressure 
steam trap, illustrated herewith, special provision has been 
made for handling large amounts of water by means of 
three independent valves, which open in succession with 
the rise of the float. Thus, if the flow is greater than can 
be taken care of by the first, or centre, valve, the float rises, 
opening the second or rear valve in the cut, and in like 
manner the third valve. It is rarely the case, however, 
that more than one valve is required, from which can be 
judged the immense capacity of this trap when all three 
valves are discharging simultaneously. Two valves are in 
reserve to provide against emergencies, so that this trap 





offers practically three steam traps in one. There are many 
uses in which this emergency feature is almost invaluable. 

It -will be noted that the location of the valves at the 
top of the trap gives immunity frorn stoppage by grit, scale 
or dirt, and should it be necessary to renew or repair 
any of the valves, they may be reached without discon- 
necting the trap, by simply taking ott the iron plug over 
the tube, when the valve seats may be removed with an 
ordinary screwdriver. 

Prevention against escape and waste of steam is afforded 
by the deep water seal constantly maintained over both 
inlet and outlet of trap, as no discharge takes place until 
the trap has filled to about two-thirds its depth. The 
blow-off, to be used occasionally, disposes of all accumu- 
lated sediment, and keeps the working parts of the trap en- 
tirely clean. A float of special construction is used, which 
experience has proven to be perfectly adapted for hard, 
continuous seryice on high steam pressures. Further par-

$3,000,000, backed mainly by United States capital, will 
shortly begin work. The press dispatches, in speaking of 


the scheme, state that the projectors already have in han 
orders for 400 tons of paper a day. A little salt may bx 
undoubtedly taken with this latter statement, or if it i 
founded on fact the company certainly is having busines 
thrust on it. 

In this country there is the Publishers Paper Company 
which will very shortly be under headway; the St. Croix 
Pulp and Paper Company is at work on its plant in Maine 
the new Clergue outfit at the American “Soo” has bee: 
projected, and there are some other enterprises in the aii 
that may call for the expenditure of large amounts oi 
money. 

Taken altogether, the outlook for the builders of pape: 
and pulp mills is not discouraging. In fact, there are many 
dollars that in the near future should reach their pockets. 


Paper manufacturers, machinery men and paper jobbers 
are closely watching the action brought this week in con 
nection with the interpretation of the Ohio railway com 
mission law which was reported on by Attorney Gen 
eral Ellis and which gave Ohio shippers recourse to mak 
ing complaint to the commissioner, who can refer the 
matter to the Governor and the Attorney General for ac 
tion. A Lima firm of grain shippers, who are members ot 
the Ohio Shippers’ Association, have made the initial com- 
plaint and the result of the matter is anxiously awaited, 
though it will be some time before definite action is taken. 
lf acted on iavorably there will be no need of Ohio ship- 
pers appealing to the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
and the many meetings of manufacturers and dealers held 
to act on the alleged unjust discriminations and the ex 
orbitant rates of railroads will at least have borne fruit 
in stirring up the investigation of the Ohio statutes in the 
premises. The simple complaint made by the Lima firm 
is, that while they are charged a rate of 3% cents from 
Delphos, Ohio, they are charged 4 cents from Bluffton, 
Ind., and at the same time the goods shipped from Del- 
phos are sent via Bluffton, so that the lower rate is charged 
for the longer distance. The alleged reason advanced is 
competition of the shipping line with the Pennsylvania. 
The complainants contend that the rate is in violation of 
the Ohio statute prohibiting discrimination in rates. 


We have received from G. W. Wishard, of North Tar- 
rytown, N. Y., some literature on the question of spelling 
reform, and pointing out that “our present absurd spelling 
wastes 15 per cent.'of all the books and papers printed in 
the English language.” Mr. Wishard would refer to the 
product of the union hen as an “eg,” he would call that 
which in some cases holds brains a “hed,” while one of the 
results of seeing a comic opera he would speak of as a 
“laf.” We are sorry we cannot help Mr. Wishard, but to 
tell the truth we are against his proposition. According to 
his own figuring, he would reduce the consumption of paper 
at least 15 per cent. The mission of THe Paper Traber 
JouRNAL is not to reduce the consumption of paper by en- 
couraging freak “fonetic” spelling, but rather to increase 
that consumption, and for that reason we would be de- 
lighted to see twice as many letters used in spelling as there 
now are.

it. Smith stood regulating the flow while the backtender 
was busy squirting the paper from the couch roll. Smith 
got another hose, and was engaged in helping him, when 
the wire run bare of stuff. Smith ran to the screens and 
found them filled up with thick stuff. Rodney knew what 
was wrong, but he wanted to see if Smith did, so he in- 
quired, “What caused that?” 

“Screens filled up,” answered Smith. 

“What makes the stuff so thick?” 

“Wall, that’s just what I was a-thinkin’. 
seem to be enough water.” 

“I see you haven’t any water running into your save-all 
under the wire.” 

“Well, I'll be goldarned! I clean fergot to turn that 
water on before I started.” He then turned it on and 
after cleaning the screens he succeeded in getting the paper 
onto the first felt, and then over the dryers, but he had 
the dryers so hot that for the next half hour the paper 
continued to break and go around the three last dryers. 
More trouble was met with at the calenders, and just as 
the paper was placed on the reel it broke on the first 
Smith had forgotten to shut off the water he used 
in furnishing up and it was flooding all over the deckle 
straps.

He finally got it at a normal head, and meanwhile 
the paper had been taken over the machine when it was 
too dry. Smith had shut all the steam off the dryers and 
had forgotten all about it. The result was now that. the 
paper was too wet. Nobody being present to advise him, 
the backtender tried to get it through the calenders and 
succeeded in plugging them very badly. He yelled for 
Smith and that worthy ran from the wet end. So did 
Rodney. At the same time Ward appeared on the scene, 
and he and Rodney took a hand in getting the calenders 


free from the wet paper. Smith had put on all the steam again 
and Rodney decided to keep an eye on it before the paper 
got too dry. The sheet was one of good weight and they 
finally got it on the reel. Ward then told Smith who 
Rodney was. He told him that he was to have charge of 
the machine room and act as assistant superintendent, and 
that whatever orders he gave were to be carried out.

While 
looking over Smith’s machine he noticed that the paper 
seemed to press unevenly at one place between the couch 
rolls. This place was about an inch wide, and upon closer 
investigation he noticed that the rolls seemed to be scarred 
in that place, so he called Smith and asked: “Did any- 
thing ever go through those couch rolls, in that place over 
about three-quarters way on the rolls?” 

Smith acted as if he did not understand Rodney's ques 
tion at first, and Rodney took him over to the back side of 
the machine, where the marks on the bottom couch roll 
could be seen quite plainly. Then Smith said: 

“Oh, yes, I remember now; them got in there about a 
year ago. One night I was upon the wire frame and | 
was reachin’ for to raise the slices a leetle bit in th’ mid- 
dle, and my gosh darn jack-knife fell out o’ my pocket, and 
went along and got caught between the rolls thar; thet's 
what did that.”

He instructed the backtender 
to clean the screens regularly, and he did several things 
that Smith had never considered worth bothering with. 
At the end of the third day the 90 inch was making 
more and better paper than it had been doing for some 
time, but it was nowhere near its capacity in production 
However, Rodney had decided on some changes that would, 
in his opinion, put it in fair condition. The other ma- 
chine had not received any of his attention, and it con- 
tinued to make “hay,” especially on Wood’s tour. Rodney 
decided to tackle one at a time, and he found it all he 
could do and do well.

Paper Makers’ Strike at Troy. 


Troy, N. Y., March 24, 1905.—A strike was begun at 
noon yesterday by twenty men employed in the Orr Com- 
pany’s paper mills. It was stated at the office by Manager 
Gregory de Olloqui that the strike was the result of a dif- 
ference between the management and the men regarding 
the discharge of a paper maker, James Salisbury, of 2965 
According to the manager Salisbury lost his 
job because he was considered incompetent. He appealed 
to the local union of paper makers, and Manager de 
Olloqui was asked for an explanation. The circumstances 
and the request that Salisbury be re- 
instated was denied. Manager de Olloqui was visited by 
representatives of the union and a delegation formally 
He was steadfast in

called upon him yesterday morning. 
his position, and shortly after the conference the employees 
decided to quit work until matters are adjusted. 

Manager de Olloqui said yesterday afternoon that he 
feared no continued difficulty. He has communicated with 
George Mackey, of Watertown, president of the national 
body of which the local paper union is a part, and with 
P. J. Cary, the national treasurer, and after hearing his 
statement they approved of his position. “This is no fight 
against the union,”’ said Manager de Olloqui today. “We 
are in favor of the union and will employ union men and 
pay union wages—maybe better than union wages; but 
when a man is incompetent and we know him to be such 
we will discharge him, and no union will force us from 
that decision. I think the men acted hastily yesterday 
morning and have not the full grasp of the situation, and 
when things become clearer to them that they will see we 
are not unjust. The local union, I think, has not yet been 
notified of the position of the national officers. It is our 
intention to have the best relations with our employees 
and make the mills successful.”

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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Machine for Making Paper Board, Invented by Thomas W. 
McFarland, of Chicago—It Is Designed for 
Producing Heavy Board. 


Thomas W. McFarland, of Chicago, Ill., has been grant- 
ed letters patent No. 785,178 on a paper board machine. 

Fig. 1 is a vertical longitudinal section of the improved 
machine. Fig. 2 is a vertical longitudinal sectional view of 
the press roll and its supporting standards. Fig. 3 is a trans- 
verse sectional view taken on the line 33, Fig. 1, and Fig. 
4 is an enlarged detail longitudinal sectional view of one 
end of the roll 2. 

As is well understood in this art, the thin web of paper 
is produced by a felt band runnmg through a vat containing 
the paper pulp and thence between rollers or press rolls, 
which squeeze out more or less of the moisture and permit 
the web to be stripped from the belt and conveyed to a 


Each layer of the web 5 as it is laid up is relieved of 
the greater part of its moisture. 

The detail section of the press roll shown in Fig. 2 is 
really the roll 3; but the rolls 23 are the same in con- 
struction, and hence the description of one will suffice for 
both. The journals of the roll 3, however, are supported 
in sliding boxes 7, arranged in slots 8, formed in standards 
9, and located over the boxes 7 are springs or cushions 10, 
whose tension is regulated by set screws 11, threaded in 
the upper ends of the standards 9, so that the pressure of 
the roll 3 against the web and belt 1 may be regulated. 
The journals of the roll 2 are mounted in any suitable 
manner in the standards 9. In constructing these rolls 23 
each is provided with a head 12 at one end, upon which is 
formed a journal 13. At the other end of the roll is ar- 
ranged a head 14, to which is secured the ends of a num- 
ber of longitudinal ribs 15, whose outer edges are substan- 
tially in line with the periphery of the roll. The other 
ends of these ribs 15 are secured to a ring 16, which in 
turn is removably secured to the head 12. This construc-

suitable laying up machine. In the accompanying drawings, 
I represents the aforesaid felt band, the wet machine and 
its pulp vat not being shown, and 2 is a roll around which 
the band is returned to the vat. This roll 2 may be one of 
the aforesaid press rolls, or, if desired, it may be a roll 
located at or near the front of the said press rolls for re- 
ceiving the band 1 as it comes from the latter, In either 
event there is located above the roll 2 and bearing upon 
the band 1 a press roll 3, and opposite and parallel with 
the press roll 3 is arranged a roll or cylinder 4. The web 
(indicated on band 1 by the heavy line 5) after passing 
through the rolls 23 is stripped from the felt band 1 by 
hand or by any other suitable means and is led to and 
around the cylinder 4, which is gradually turned in unison 
with the rolls 23 and the end of the web coaxed, as it 
were, back again over the cylinder 4 to the top of the roll 
3, and thus wound around the roll 3 and cylinder 4 until a 
continuous band or belt of paper is formed, constituting 
a pelt whose thickness is of course dependent upon the 
number of layers of the web laid up. 


tion enables me to assemble the heads with the ribs 15, 
and thus form the skeleton of the cylinder before the in- 
troduction ‘thereinto of a moisture catching trough or pan 
17, which is admitted through the ring 16 before the head 
12 is secured thereto. This pan or trough 17 is semi- 
cylindrical and hangs below the axis of the roll. One end 
of the pan is provided with a trunnion 18, which is seated 
in a suitable rest or socket in the head 12, as clearly shown 
in Fig. 2, while the other end of the pan is provided with 
a hollow trunnion or support 19, which passes through the 
head 14 and also through a stuffing box 20, secured to the 
head 14 and constituting one journal of the roll 3. Ar- 
ranged between the ribs 15, which latter are arranged 
radially with respect to the axis of the cylinder, are a num- 
ber of longitudinal rods 21, located at a slight distance 
apart, and wrapped around these rods 21 is a wire 22, the 
convolutions of the wire wrapping being a slight distance 
apart, and still around this wire wrapping is placed a sheath 
or covering of wire gauze 23 or any other foraminous or 
perforated material, thus producing a roll with a porous 


surface, through which water and moisture from web 5 
and belt 1 may enter the roll and be conveyed upwardly 
therein by the ribs 15, which permit it to drain off or drip 
back into the pan 17. The hollow trunnions or supports 19 
of the pans are connected by suitable flues 24 with a fan 
or other exhausting device 25, so that a partial vacuum is 
created and maintained within the hollow roll. 

The cylinder 4 has its journals 27 mounted in slides 28, 
which are in turn mounted in slotted guideways 29 in the 
sides of the frame, so that the cylinder may slide back and 
forth with reference to the roll 3. It is very essential, how- 
ever, that when the cylinder 4 is thus adjusted its two ends 
be adjusted alike, so as to avoid destroying their parallel- 
ism, which would result in the buckling or wrinkling and 
often tearing of the web and the production therein of 
ridges or creases. To the end, therefore, that this adjust- 
ment may be effected with accuracy, each of the slides 
28 is secured by means of an eye or other suitable device 
30, to one of a pair of endless belts 31, running over 
sprocket wheels 3233, the latter of which are secured to 
a shaft 34, which may be rotated by a crank 35. 

As before stated, the web may be conducted from the 
roll 2 to the cylinder 4 and thence back again to the roll 
3 by hand for producing the first layer of the continuous 
pelt; but it is preferable to arrange between the roll 2 and 
cylinder 4 an endless conveyor for accomplishing this ob- 
ject. This conveyor is shown in the form of an endless 
band or belt B, which passes over a fixed roller C at a 
point near the roll 2 and presses upward against the under 
side of the cylinder 4 and thence passes around an ad- 
justable roller D, mounted at one end in a sliding bearing 
E and pressed against the cylinder 4 by a suitable spring 
or other cushion F. The block E is mounted in an arm G, 
carried by the sliding bearing 28, so that the roller D will 
be adjusted in unison with the cylinder 4. From the outer 
side of the roller D the belt B descends around a guide 
roll or idler H and thence passes horizontally under the 
top fold of the belt and toward the roll 2, where it passes 
around an idler I and again returns to an idler J, located 
under idler H, whence it is given another fold toward roll 
2 and passes upwardly over the roll C, K being a guide 
roll for keeping the bottom fold away from the roll I, 
which latter is made adjustable by being mounted in any 
one of a series of bearing apertures L, so that should it 
be necessary to move the cylinder 4 forward or backward 
the slack in the belt or conveyor B may be taken up by a 
proper adjustment of the adjustable roll I. When this 
belt or conveyor B is complete, the web is conducted by 
hand from the belt 1 to the end of the conveyor B, and as 
the latter is driven in unison with cylinder 4 by a sprocket 
M on roll C, connected by chain or belt N with a sprocket 
O on roll 2, it will be seen that the conveyor will conduct 
the web to and around the cylinder 4, which latter will 
retain possession of it until stripped off at the top by hand, 
as usual. The end of the web is then laid upon another 
endless conveyor or band B’, which is similar in constru- 
tion and arrangement to band B and which conducts the 
web from the cylinder 4 to the press roll 3, it being taken 
from the end of conveyor B’ and placed against press roll 
3 by hand, thus being a continuous web. 

The band B’ is carried at one end on a roll D’, mounted 
at each end in an arm G’, secured to block 28, and at the 
other end it passes around a driving roll C’, which is 
driven by sprocket M’ and chain N’ from a sprocket O’ on 
press roll 3. The slack of the band or conveyor B is taken 
up by a roll I’, secured adjustably in any one of a series 
of bearing apertures L’, and rollers J’ and K’, correspond- 
ing, respectively, with rollers J and K, already described, 
and perform a similar function. 

After the web has been sufficiently laid up on the roll 3 
and cylinder 4 it is cut transversely and pulled off on an 
inclined skid or other suitable support 36.

PAPER.—The report this week is that the market situa- 
tion is better than it was last week. The springlike 
weather, it seems, has contributed to this effect in two 
ways: first, by increasing the demand for goods, and second, 
by liampering the mills with high water, thereby curtailing 
their production. The enforced shutdown of some of the 
mills is therefore considered a blessing in disguise. This 
is particularly true of the News situation, as the overpro- 
duction in that line is at present reported as rather heavy. 
The shutdown of a number of the News mills will there- 
fore help strengthen the market. For the past three weeks 
it is said that the big news manufacturing companies have 
been shutting down a few machines here and there at the 
different mills. Because of the overproduction of News 
the quotations being made cover a wide range, all of them, 
however, being very low as compared with the prices asked 
a few months ago.
